WHY HE IS SO VERY TIRED. 


Exploits In PetlejitrlantsEi of an Ex- 


pert BUMaraUt. 


"It's a smart wife who falls upon the 


ways of her beloved." said the drummer 
of a New York billiard houso to a ic- 
porter in one of the up town hotels the 
other evening. 
"But I will give her a 


pointer or two, so that when her lord 
and master returns home from 'business' 
so very tired she may call him down hard 
if she kuov, s he is a billiard player. 


"The size of the average billiard tahls 


is 4*X> by 9M> feet, though the profes- 
sional size is 5 by 10 feet. For the sake 
of even numbers and thu better to illus- 
trate to the unsuspecting better half I 
will take Ihe professional size. 


"While billiard players usually play by 


the hour a game is ordinarily of 50 points. 
The rapidity with which a game ia fin- 
ished depends upon the skill of the play- 
ers. 
If two players 
complete 
three 


games in an hour, they arc doing good 
work on an average, and, remember, it 
is only the average in this estimate. 


"We will say that this particular hus- 


band, on two hours' play, makes 150 
shots. We all know how some men will 
walk two or three times around or half 
around a table before each shot. Others 
take in the situation and walk only to get 
in position to cue their ball. On an aver- 
age we will say that this man walks 
around the entire table but once before 
each shot. He walks, therefore, 30 feet 
at every shot. He will also walk 13 feet 
at every shot of his opponent, telling him 
how to make his play and dodging his 
cue. That makes 45 feet for every shot, 
or 7,050 feet for his afternoon walk 
around the table, or about one and one- 
third miles. 


"In addition he has four cocktails and 


four more for his friend, since he lost the 
games. He paid for these also and the 
i£5 side bet on himself. Altogether his pu- 
destrianism cost a tramp of one and one- 
third miles. $1 for drinks and $2.40 for 
the two hours' use of the table, if the rate 
is $1.20 an hour, as it is in the first class 
places ia New York—total, $8.40.

Such claims tend to shake the self esteem 


of western peoples as ihc wisest and most 
highly inventive that have ever occupied 
tho earth and to cast a doubt upon their 
boast that they are "the heirs of all the 
ages in the foremost files of time." It is 
no new thing, however, for us to bo told 
that all light travels from the east to the 
•west wad not from tho west to tho east. 
Wo speak of Asia as "tho cradle of the 
race," and BO it undoubtedly was. 
Wo 


need not; bo surprised therefore if, as Asia 
becomes better known and its antiquities 
inoro closely inquired into, we should find 
that much of tho supposed now knowledge 
Of t!io west was familiar in the cast when 
tho world was young. Wendell Phillips' 
most celebrated lecture was entitled "The 
lost Arts." Curiously enough, ifc is not 
included in the standard edition of his pub- 
lished works. A pamphlet copy of it, pub- 
lished 20 years ago, is hard to find. The 
famous Massachusetts orator very largely 
forestalled tho claims of Prince Thakore. 
He boldly declared that of 100 marvelous 
things known to tho nineteenth century 9'J 
of them had been anticipated by tho an- 
cients. Ho pointed more particularly to 
mechanical arts and inventions. 
He 


quoted Pliny to show that Nero had a 
ring with a gem in It through which 
be looked and watched tho sword play of 
tho gladiators in the arena more clearly 
than with the naked eye—a stylo of opera 
glass unknown to us moderns. 


The use of microscopes of immense 


power in ancient Egypt, Pci«jia and Greece 
is fairly presumable, because there is a gem 
shown at Parma, once worn on the flugei 
of Michael Angelo, tho engraving whereon 
is 3,000 years old and which reveals the 
figures of seven women only with tho aid 
of a strong magnifying glass. Sir Henry 
Rawlinson brought home from Nineveh :i 
stone about 20 inchps long and 10 inches 
wide containing a whole treatise on matho 
matlcs that was utterly illegible without a 
microscope. And if it cannot be read with- 
out a microscope it could not have been 
engraved \vithout similar aid. Mr. Phillips 
averred that the art of coloring reached a 
perfection among tho ancients far beyond 
our own. The burned city of Pompeii was- 
a city of siucco. Tho exteriors of tin 
•walls and all its buildings were oi 
stucco, and the stucco was htairicd with 
tyrian purpljj, the royal color of an- 
tiquity. The city has boon buried 1,800 | 
ycorsi, yet whenever the walls of one of it0 
houses are dug out the royal purple flame? 
up to view H ith a great deal richer hue 
than any we can produce. Evidently the 
Pompeiians possessed a secret for making 
i"ast colors that wo have not. When 1 he 
English despoiled the summer palace oi 
th2 emperor of China, they brought home 
curiously wrought metal vessels of every 
kind, and European metal workers con- 
Icssed their inability to reproduce thorn. 


Sheffield eteal is an English boast, but 


it will not baar tho atmosphere of Indin 
•without gilding. Yet' the Damascus blade^ 
used in the crusades were not gilded, and 
they are as bright and keen today as they 
were cighfc centuries ago. 
There was one 


shown at the 'London exhibition in 1802 
the point of which could bo made to touch 
the hilt and which could be put into the 
scabbard like a corkscrew and bent every 
•wzy vritfcout breaking. The best steel in 
the world today docs not come from eithei 
3aropo or America, but from the Runjnb. 


Sir Walter Scott in his "Talcs of the 


Crusaders" describes a meeting between 
Sichard Ccsur de Lion and Saladin, in 
•which the English monarch is made to 
think that Saladin practices the black art 
because the latter takes an eiderdown pil 
low from tho sofa and causes it to fall in 
trwo pieces by drawing his keen bladt 
across it. Travelers in India tell of seeing 
Hindoos throw handfuls of floss silk into 
the air and cut them in pieces with theii 
fine edged sabers. There is no steel madt 
in •western workshops of that quality. So, 
too, with the art of glass cutting. It was 
supposed 30 years ago that there were no 
ancient glass factories, but the Pompeiian 
excavations revealed, a workshop full ol 
ground glc.39, window glass, cut glass and 
colored glass of every variety.—Baltimore 
Sun.

Th« Swift and Tragic Burnln* of tb« 


8t«*m«r Mftrth* WMliington. 


A steamer called Martha Washington 


left the Cincinnati docks Into in the night 
of Jan. 7, 1833. She was heavily freighted 
•with a cargo consigned to New Orleans 
and tho markets of Texas and California. 
In her cabin were 80 passengers. When 
seven days out, on the coldest night known 
to rivermen, she burned to the water's 
edge off island Sixty-five, in the Mississip- 
pi river. Despite the loss of 16 lives, to- 
gether with the cargo, the catastrophe ex- 
cited no more comment at the time than 
many like disasters. In time, however, the 
captain and others were charged with burn- 
ing tho boat to secure insurance. In a 
famous trial they were acquitted, but be- 
lief in their guilt remained general. 


On tho witness stand is tho pilot, Lew 


is Choate. "I was at the wheel when tho 
Martha Washington burned," says he. 
"Captain Cummlngs was %vith mo in tho 
pilothouse. I remarked that I smelled 
fire. Tho captain looked about and said 
there vs as no fire. He went down stairs, 
however, and Immediately the flames broke 
out."I stood at the wheel until a line was 
made fast to & tree. There was no parson 
alive in tho cabin when tho boat struck 
the shore. I could hear the glass rattling 
like hail in tho burning cabin, where tho 
flamec roared like a tornado. I jumped 
ashore from tho pilothouse—a hard spring 
it was. I struck partly in the water ami 
partly on short'. All tho passengers who 
ever got ashore did so at tho instant tho 
steamer struck the bank. Yes," he adds 
in a tragic voice, "if I had believed thai 
Captain Cummings set tho boat on fire, 
would have taken his life that night. If 
you," addressing Mr. Stanberry, who 
stands erect and alert, the very Bayard of 
tho l«ir, "hud seen the misery, the suffer- 
ing, that night on board the Martha Wash- 
ington you would not blame me. I am 
sure 1 would have killed tho incendiary on 
the spot. It was the coldest night I ever 
saw in that country. No one could quench 
tho flames. As well describe a hurricane 
as that fire, BO fierce, so swift was the de- 
struction it wrought. In loss than a min- 
ute after the engineer shouted back to me 
that there was no fire tho flames flashed 10 
or Isi feet above tho hurricane deck. The 
cabin of tho boat had boon painted over, 
God only knows how often—perhaps S!0 
times It was not the coal tar paint on the 
chimneys 1 smollcd, it was a pine and 
turpentine smell."—Lida Rose McCabe in 
McClure's.

Ex-PrO'-ldcnt Harrison writes of "Thr< 


Judicial Department of tho Government" 
iu The Ladies' Homo Journal, and says 
with reference to tho general mode of ho 
Iccting judges in tho majority of states: 
"There has been much discussion as to the 
proper tenure for tho judicial oflice, and 
the tendency, as expressed in tho luler 
state constitutions, has been in favor ol 
liiuited terms. Tho earlier state constitu- 
tions gave tho appointment of tho judges 
to the governor or tho legislature, but 
along with tho demand for limited terms 
for tho judges came another lor their elec- 
tion by tho people, and in a majority ol 
tho states they uro now nominated i;i thr 
party conventions and elected by popular 
vote, jufetas a governor or sheriff is chosen. 
I do not think that cither of these chungcc 
is a reform. Limited terms, if they arc 
long, may be supported by many consider- 
ations. But short terms, combined with 
popular elections, liavo not in my opini ~i 
secured as high a judicial standard as pre- 
vailed before. A judge who must go at 
short intervals before a political conven- 
tion for a nomination and before tho peo- 
ple for an election cannot hau1 tho HHII.C 
sonso of independence and security that hi 
would have if his term wore long or during 
good bcluiA ior. Tho judicial ollioo should 
be so organized that men of the best a bill 
tios and attainments would enter it nn a 
cai'i't-r and give their lives and their ambi- 
tious wholly to it."

Measuring TemperatuvoH. 


Messrs. Holborn and Wien are reported 


in tho Chemiker Zeitung as having made 
thorough tests of tho different methods of 
measuring high temperatures. In making 
these measurements three method.*) arc 
known. In one of these an air thermom- 
eter of refractory material is used; the 
second depends on the change in the resist- 
ance of a platinum wire with change in 
temperature, and tho third is based on the 
employment of a thermocouple* ot difficult 
fusible metals. 
Tho uir thermometer 


method was valueless until recently, as 
suitable vessels could not be made. But 
now J.hey are produced from some refrac- 
tory clfij-s aud permit o£ measurements up 
to 2,732 degrees F., the results being viti- 
ated, however, by tho effects of capillarity 
in the interior of the vessel. The resist- 
ance method has some great disadvantages. 
At high temperatures tho absolute icsist • 
ance is generally found to increase con- 
stantly, but the coefficient of the tempera- 
ture diminishes very irregularly. The third 
or thermopile method has jmn ed tho best, 
and the most favorable circuit consists of 
platinum and an alloy of the hitter with 
10 per cent of rhodium.

gallons of turpentine, 40 gallons of tar, 40 
gallons of tar oil aud 60 gallons of pyroJig- 
noous acid. By a process of redistillation 
tliis pyroligncons acid will yield 11A to 2 
gallons of alcohol, with from 4 to 0 gal- 
lons of acetic acid, besides a quantity of 
creosote. Calculating thcso first named 
prodacfcs at the lowest usual price, the re- 
turns from a cord will net $15. Young sap- 
wood will yield moro than one-half this 
quantity of products. A plant for this pur- 
pose can bo built in the shape of retorts, 
each retort of. sufficient fclze for one-halt 
cord of wood, at an outs.Ulo expense of say 
8UOO. The time required for each charge 
of one-half cord of wood is eight hours, 
each retort thus handling 1H cords of 
wocd in 21 hours, resulting, therefore, in 
tome $20 profit per day from a retort cost- 
ing noO more than a coke oven.

Something About General Sheridan's Fa- 


mous Ulack Warhorse. 


In January, 18" G, General Sheridan sent 


tho following letter to u i'riond: 


"In regard lo the blu.uk horse, I Jim glad 


to btiito that he is still Ihinguml is now in 
my stable. He lias been n pensioner for 
tho past eight years, never being used save 
in the way of necessary osercisc. He is of 
Black Hawk utoek, was foaled at or near 
Grand Bupids, and was brought into 
the army Ly ono of the officers of the 
Second Michigan cavalry, oi' which regi- 
ment I was the colonel iu 1862. Earl> in 
the sprlugot that year, while the regiment, 
was stat ioncd ut Bieuxi, Miss., this horse 
was presented to me by the olllcors oi'the 
regiment, uj'd nt th:it time was rising :J 
years old. Consuijucntly he must be ucai'- 
ly 10 years old now. He is over 17 hands 
in height, powcrfuly built, with u deep 
chest, strong shoulders, l»us u broud fore- 
head, a elear eye und is an animal of great 
intelligence. In his inline lie was one ol 
the strongest hor.scs I have ever known, 
very active and the fastest walker in Ihe 
army, so far >ts lay experience goes. 


"I rode him constantly Iroin 18(i2 to the 


clii.su of the war in all the actions and in 
all the raids as well as campaigns in which 
I took part. J le was never ill, and his stay- 
ing powers were superb. At present lie is 
a little rheumatic, tat and lazy, but ho has 
fairly earned his rest, and so long as 1 live 
ho will bo well taken c.irc of.'' 


Iu October, 187S, the famous horse died, 


nnd Sheridan then made a slight addition 
to Winchester's biography, saying: "Heal- 
\vays held his head high und by the quick- 
ness of his movements gave many persons 
the impression that ho was exceedingly 
impetuous. This was not the case, for I 
could at any time control him by a firm 
hand and a lew words, and ho vras as cool 
and quiet muter lire as one of my old sol- 
diers. I doubt if his superior as a horse 
for lield service, was ever ridden by any 
one." 


ITu-man Melville, Buchanan Read and 


many other wriiers have made this horse 
the fcubject of poems, and several sculptors 
and painters have delineated him in mar- 
ble and ou canvas. On every returning 
Memorial day many aged survivors of

or lance.

The First Watch. 


At first the watch was about the size of 


a dessert plate. It had weights and was 
used as a " pocket clock." The earliest 
known use of tho modern name occurs in 
the record of 1552, which mentions that 
Edward VI had "one larum or watch of 
iron, the case being likewise of iron gilt, 
with two plummets of lead." The first 
watches may readily be supposed to have 
been of rude execution. The first great im- 
provement, the suhstitution of springs for 
weights, was in 1550. Tho earliest springs j 
wero not coiled, but only straight pieces of 
steel* Early watches had only one hand, 
and, being wound up twice a day, they 
could not be expected to keep time nearer 
than 15 or 20 minutes in the 12 hours. 
The dials were of silver or brass. The cases 
had no crystals, but opened at the back 
and front and were 4 or 5 inches in 
diameter. A plain watch cost tho equiva- 
lent of $1,000 in our currency, and after 
one was ordered it took a year to make it. 
—Troy Times.

Greeted « Buffalo Hunter in Moi>- 
taua. When, He Awoke From • N«v 
pa m. ColA Hlcht Im Fckraary. 
Sitting around k big stove one cold 


•winter evening at a' Montana cattle 
ranch, says a writer in .the Washington 
Post, both cowboys and cook amused 
themselves rolling and smoking the in- 
evitable eirgarette, while they swapped 
yarns more oc less remarkable. 


One o£ the men had just finished a 


rather hair raising experience when the 
cook, an old Texas trail boss, in a 
drawling voice began: ""Well, that re- 
minds toe of the winter I staid up here 
and had a close call. 1 trailed cattle up 
from Texas that summer for the Three 
V company, and getting a gopd. offer 
from the foreman to stay with them as 
cook I decided to try a northern winter. 
There wore a few scattering bunches of 
buffalo around here then, and as winter 
wore on and having nothing to do but 
lie round and wait for spring we .got to 
going out on little expeditions just for 
amusement. 
Buffaloes 
were 
scarce 


enough at that time to be pretty valua- 
ble game, and it was a great honor to 
the one who could bring hi a hide. 


"I got a good start one morning in Feb- 


ruary, determined to stay ont until I 
could bring at least one skiu back with 
me. There was- very little snow on the 
ground, but the weather was nipping 
zero. I rnusi have gone 30 miles at least 
before sighting my game, when it was 
wearing on into the afternoon and seem- 
ed to be growing colder all the time. 


"Getting up closer to the group and 


counting four cow buffaloes and one bull. 
I began to pour lead into them. I got the 
bunch, and now to skin them. Giving my 
horse his 
l<^>ad to graze, I sailed in, but it 


was new business for me, and slow. It 
began to get dusk by the time I had fin- 
ished the job, and on looking around 
there was no horse in sight. Searching 
about as well as I could, it bcgaji to look 
as though I'd have to hoof it in. to the 
ranch, but how about the hides? 


"Leaving them for the coyotes and 


wolves to tear up was out of the question, 
and, being cloudy, there was never a star 
;o help me In my course home, were I to 
try and foot it. After studying over the 
matter for awhile and cursing my luck 
:it the horrible cold aud darkness, I laid 
two of the hides down flat together, the 
iairy side up, stretched myself at one 
edge, and began to loll up, careful all 
the while to leave an air hole at the top 
for breathing purposes. The hides were 
s,o limp that they conformed well to the 
shape of my body, and the comfortable 
feeling of being good and warm &oon put 
me to sleep. 


"I don't know the time, but it was not 


far fiom morning, when I aw oke and tried 
to stretch and turn over, which was im- 
possible. I tried to move my arms, but 
that was no more to be done than if 1 
had been bound and rebound with rope. 
I tried to crawl up, I tried to crawl down, 
but it vv as no use. I could twist iny body 
and limbs a little, but that little twibt 
was all. It then dawned on me what had 
happened. 1 had rolled myself up in two 
green hides and they had frozen hard, 
making me a prisoner. 


"I lay still a long while trying to think 


of some means of escape. The idea of 
cutting my way out with a knife occurred 
to me, but try as I might I could not 
reach my pocket. I could twist my head 
up just enough to see out of my air hole 
and realize that it was a sunshiny morn- 
ing, but I was getting hungry now and 
awful stiff and sore from lying in one 
position so long. It was like being tied 
to a pJank. 


"Oh, how my bones did cche! When 


would relief get to me, or would it come, 
nt all? The boys knew about what di- 
rection I had taken, but they might not 
be alarmed enough to start out and look 
me up in time. It seemed unendurable. 
1 felt numb. 


"My head throbbed, and with a start 


I noticed that it was growing dark. Was 
the sun going down or only under a 
cloud? Yes, it was getting dusk again, 
and another night of torture was before 
me. Could I put in a long night of it 
and live? I yelled and yelled again. If I 
could reach my gun and shoot, the boys 
might be near enough to hear me. 


"These thoughts raced through my 


brain in rapid succession, when — could it 
be!— I heard voices. No, I was doomed to 
disappointment. 
It was the yelps of 


coyotes, calling and answering to each 
other in the distance. Soon they would 
be looking around the buffalo carcasses 
and probably be my companions for the 
night. It seemed to me that their yelps 
never had such a lonesome sound before:

London, Dec. 27.—A dispatch from 


Wellington, Ki 51, says the sixth contin- 
gent of New Kenluuders, 200 strong, half 
being Maoris, will sail for South Attica 
in three weeks. 


The decision to include Maoris in the 


New Zealand contingent is extremely in- 
teresting, as at the beginning of the war 
the government promised not to employ 
blacks. 


The paucity and obscurity of tht- dis- 


patches from South Africa ghe me to 
renewed anxiety. 


Appai-eutly the disturbed area of Cape 


Colony extends further south than it did 
last December, and Lord Kitchener does 
not appear to have had much success as 
yet in driving back the invaders. 


The war office had received no news 


last evening of the reported capture of 
yeomanry near Britstown. A squadron of 
yeomanry which had been following the 
Boers was said to have been uitrapped. 
It was added that there weie several 
casualties before the little force surrendei- 
ed. A Burghersdorp dispatch bus a mys- 
terious reference to "an unfortunate mis- 
taking of the enemy for Brabant'* Horse," 
winch resulted isi the sounding of "Cea^e 
fire!" and enabled the Boers to occupy all 
lie commanding positions, the Biitish re- 


ing from a difficult piedicament. (Jon- 


Clements' success against the Boei-s 


in the Magalic.sberg region is also ('oubt- 
ful, the last dispatch reporting that it 
was considered advisable not to force tho 
Boeib from their positions. 


Kitchener Leaves Nuau-wpoort.

icia. Their wives being left at home, 
icy are glad to employ the street needle- 
"oinon. For this class of customeis the 
kill of the itineiant sewing woman an- 
wers every purpose.

s a. rule, they bear uu excellent reputa- 
ion. They aie usually the wives of boat- 
icn and laboiets who live in the house-

Inventors of all classes most truly illus- 


trate the truth of the old saw that men 
rise on the stepping stones of their dead 
selves to higher things. These men are 
at once the delight and the dread of great 
railroad sjstems. No sooner does one 
magnificent locomotive place a railroad 
at the front of civilization's line of ad- 
vance than a better engine comes along 
and proudly plows it into the waste pile. 
•Admired and advertised today, the new 
locomotive is sold tomorrow to a logging 
road and thereafter groaus out Us time 
ou steep grades under loads that make 
its round feet slip on the rusty rails. 
What is true of the engine is true of the 
rails, of the ties under the rails and of 
the fastenings that hold them together. 


The statement of the purchasing agent 


for the New York Central makes this 
fact of railroad wastage most graphic. 
He said, "We receive over $1,000,000 a 
year for the waste material of our 3,000 
miles of track." He got out his book and 
after going over it carefully added, "Yes, 
we get an average of §100,000 a month." 


On this basis all the railroads of the 


United States would dispose of about 
$CO,000,00§ of wastage every year. The 
theory and practice of economy therefore 
are an important part of a railroad man's 
education. 


"We cou!d save more than we do," con- 


tinued the agent, "but often it would cost 
more than a dollar to save a dollar's 
worth of material. To one not familiar 
with railroading it might look like pure 
waste to let the dollar's worth of mate- 
rial be lost, but nothing is worth saving 
unless it will sell for more than it costs 
to save it. It is on this theory that we pay 
no attention to stubs of pencils and to 
empty ink bottles, short lamp wicks and 
trifles of that class, although I have 
heard that some systems do save them. 


"As we get most of our ink from one 


concern, we could perhaps got some re- 
bate by returning tho bottles, but the 
saving would not justify itself. 
Broken 


lamp chimneys, on the other hand, are 
another proposition. Many of these are 
of flint glass, aud we save the pieces. It 
is surpribiug how many glass globes and 
articles of good glass are broken among 
our thousands of employees. 
Every 


mouth we gather up the fragments and 
sell the mass to the glass men for one- 
fourth of a cent a pound. 


"Every scrap of iron that falls by the 


wayside, every bit of iron bored out in 
drilling holes, every broken bolt, old rail 
and old binge is s,aved and sold when 
there is bulk enough. 
This inateiial 


amounts to hundreds of thousands of 
pounds monthly. 
The iron waste is 


gathered easily and practically without 
cost. The borings are swept up in the 
repair houses and factories in the mere 
operation of keeping the places in order. 
As for iron that drops from trains on the 
road, the section hands pick that up as 
they chance to see it, toss it on their 
handeuis aud let it accumulate at their 
section house. When there is enough to 
make it worth while, a train takes it to 
maiket. 


"Empty barrels, carb\>ys, pieces of 


rope, scraps of gold leaf used for letter- 
ing, sections of rubber ho&e, rubber cloth 
and such things have a market value that 
makes them worth saving. 
The chief 


items of sa\ing are in the heavy articles. 
We get about $25,000 a. year for discard- 
ed ties. These ties are ot yellow pine, 
and when cut into short blocks make a

•'Kails come next to tics in value. The 


best and heaviest rails must bo used on 
the main lines all the time. Many rails 
arc retired from the main line while still 
good for lighter service. These are often 
placed on side tracks. Often a rail that 
is of no value to us at all is good enough 
for some road using lighter locomotives, 
or on some backwoods logging rond, and 
so it goes to another master, serving until 
finally worn out, when it linds its way to 
the melting pot, to begin life again, per- 
haps as a rail, but more likely in some 
other form. 


''The greatest loss in operation is in the 


locomotives and cars. There as so many 
new types of engines and cars that it is 
impossible to tell fairly what they cost. 
But for the purpose of showing waste we 
will strike nn average. 
A new engine 


costs from 512,000 to $15,000. and will 
last about 15 years by being shifted from 
the main line to side lines and switches, 
in the end it is sold for about $2.000 or 
>4,COO, according to condition. It may be 
utterly unfit for our work and yet be of 
value to some smaller ^oad, or to some 
actory for shunting cars among ware- 
louses. 
Often, however, an engine ac- 


:ually wears out in our service, and then 
t goes directly into the melting pot. On 
every engine there will be certain parts 
hat are not worn, and the old machine is 
carefully dismantled of all valuable ma- 
terial before it is sold as scrap. 


"Old cars are passed along the line In 


much the same way. A new passenger 
coach costs about $2,000 and after 25 
years of service will bring about 
A new freight car will cost from $650 to 
$700 and will sell after It or 20 years' 
service for about $150. New cars are al- 
ways of the latest pattern. They are 
used at first on the best trains and as 
they become antiquated are retired to 
humbler service until their final use with 
us is in construction trains". Maay we 
nell to smaller roads in out of the way 
places, and many are bought by theat- 
rical companies and circuses. When we 
decide to put a car into the scrap pile, 
we sell to one man the privilege of rip- 
ping out the wood, to another the pipes, 
and so on, until each class of material is 
distributed to the trade from which it 
came originally."—New York Mail and
